SENATOR PEFFER FOR PRESIDENT. 


The Official Organ of the Kansas Farmers’ 
Alliance Publishes a Significant Editorial. 

TorexA, Kas., July 21.—[Special.]—The 
Alliance Advocate, the official organ of the 
Kansas Farmers’ Alliance, published today, 
contains an editorial which is significant. It 
is the first public intimation of a movement 
which has’ been in progress to secure the nom- 
ination of Senator W. A. Peffer for President 
on the People’s party ticket in 1892. The ed- 
itorial says there is a strong feeling manifest- 
ed by the people of Kansas to vote for Presi- 
dent next year. It strongly commends this 
manifestation of State pride and then an- 
nounces that Senator Peffer is the only avail- 
able man in the State for the place. It has 
been known that systematic work has been 
going on in the Alliance throughout the State 
in Senator Peffer’s interest, but the third 
party press has refrained from mentioning 
him in connection with the Presidency until 
the proper time was deemed to have arrived. 


EX-CHIEF OF POLICE CAUGHT GAMBLING. 


He Was Bucking the Tiger in Milwaukee 
When the Place Whs Raided. . 
Mitwavxker, Wis., July 21.—[Special. ]—Ex- 
Chief of Police Beck, for twenty years pre- 
vious to 1882 the head of the Milwaukee police 
department, was arrested tonight in a raid 
made by the police on John Gilligan’s gam- 
bling-house at No. 410 East Water street. 
Besides the keeper ten inmates were captured, 
most of the latter being horseowners from 
abroad in attendance at the races here.

WORKING TO MAKE SECRETARY 
CHARLES FOSTER HIS SUCCESSOR.

The Ohio Senator Said to Wave Come to the 
Conclusion that He Stands a Poor Chance 
for Re-Election—Pulling Wires Against 
Foraker—Liquor Interests of the Buck- 
eye State Coquetting with the People’s 
Party — Anti-Administration Movement 
in Indiana. | 

Cru NAT, O., July 21.—[Special.]—The 
probable reason of the continued presence of 

Senator John Sherman in Cincinnati has 

leaked out at last. Mr. Sherman has come to 

the conclusion that he stands a poor chance 
for reélection and he is trying to start a boom 
for Charies Foster, Secretary of the Treasury. 

Sherman has no use for Foraker and will do 

all he can to beat him. During his stay here 

Senator Sherman has had talks with most of 

the prominent politicians of his party in this 

city. He has quietly hinted that in the 
event of his not being able to succeed 
himself he would like Mr. Foster to have the 
place. It is known that Mr. Foster wants to 
go to the Senate, and as he has lots of money 
and the patronage of the administration he 
will make it interesting for Foraker, who will 
have the entire Hamilton County delegation 
at bis back. | 

In a speech on ’change today Senator Sher- 
man said the business interests of the State 
were interested inthis campaign, and he de- 
clared himself against free coinage. The

the Lincoln club, and the Foraker workers 
are all in the Young Men’s Blaine club. The 
convention will be held Aug. 30, and there 
will be a lively scramble for places on the leg- 
islative ticket. 

A secret conference of prominent brewers 
of this city was held this afternoon to con- 
sider the political situation in the State. The 
brewers and liquor men do not like McKin- 
ley, but will not support Campbell if they can 
help it on account of his using his influence 
in preventing the repeal of the Sunday and 
Saloon-Tax laws by the last Legislature. 
Their opposition to McKinley comes from the 
tax on barley in the bill which was passed 
last year by Congress. There was a decided 
sentiment among those at the meeting in 
favor of supporting the new People’s party if 
the right kind of a platform on the liquor 
question can be secured, The trouble is that 
the farmers are nearly all prohibitionists in 
the new party and they would not allow the 
liquor men to have anything to say. The 
brewers will appoint a committee to attend 
the People’s party State convention at Spring- 
field, and if they will adopt a liberal platform 
on the liquor question and nominate a man 
like John Seitz of Seneca County for Gov- 
ernor they will pledge the new party 30,000 
votes in Hamilton and Cuyahoga Counties. 
The farmers will hardly agree to anything that 
will in any way favor the saloon and liquor 
interests, and there is every promise of a fight 
between the delegates from the city and those 
from the country. It has been ascertained 
that at least 80 per cent of the anti-Campbell 
Democrats will support the so-called People’s 
party in the cities. 


ANTI-ADMINISTRATION RUMORS. 


Indiana Opposition to the President—Gresh- 
am Says He Knows Nothing of It, 
InpIANAPOLIS, Ind., July 21,—[Special. }— 
Judge Gresham came down to Indianpolis to- 
day from Chicago, and his arrival gave rise to 
a rumor that he had teen called here to attend 
a politieal-eonference of Republicans opposed 
to the renomination of President Harrison. 
The same report has it that-since the recent 
conference in this city encouragement to the 
anti-administration movement has come from 
all over the country, and many influential 
persons have pledged their support to 
it. This second conference, it is said, 
was called for the purpose 0 
taking steps to advance the movement, but in 
what way it is not explained. Judge Gresham 
says that the report that he came here to at- 
tend a conference is untrue. He came for the 
purpose of attending the funeral of Alfred 
Harrison, an old friend who died Saturday, 
and he has no knowledge of any political con- 
ference called in the interest of anybody. In 
connection with the rumors regarding the 
movements of anti-administration Republic- 
ans it is announced that some appointments 
will soon be made by the President which will 
have a conciliatory effect.on some of the dis- 
satisfied members of the party in Indiana. 


SECRETARY BLAINE’S AMBITION. 


A Theory That He Desires to Remain at 
the Head of the State Department. 

Wasuineton, D. C., July 21.—[Special. ]— 
Secretary Blaine’s newspaper ductors have 
just found out that he is looking after public 
business. This is no news at the State De- 
partment, for the officials there have known it 
for nearly a month past. Every day a pack- 
age of mail has gone from the department to 
Bar Harbor, and the only matters which Act- 
ing Secretary Wharton has not laid before Mr. 
Blaine have been the purely routine details. 
In everything affecting the policy of the State 
Department Mr. Blaine’s guiding hand 
has been felt in an advisory way. The latest 
contribution to the Presidential puzzle as it 
affects the Secretary of State is made by the 
Star. In an article published this afternoon 
that paper says: 

Some of Mr. Blaine’s friends declare. and the 
President has become convinced, that the Maine 
statesman bas abandoned any idea he may have 
had of being a candidate in 92. Some of his friends 
believe that newspaveré friendly to Mr. Harrison 
have given too ready credence to alarming reports 
of his severe illness, especially with the knowl- 
edge that his own nervousness on that point would 
make him the first to take alarm. Mrs. Blaine is 
opposed to his again being a candidate, and he 
would not run any very great risk to his health 
for the honor. Itis said that he has given evi- 
aence of a disinclination to permit the use of his 
name in connection with the Presidency. It is 
believed Mr. Blaine has told the President in so 
many words that he will not be a candidate. At 
all events Mr. Harrison is said to be satisfied that 
Mz. Blaine will not oppose him. Mr. Harrison’s 
understanding of the situation is that Mr: Blaine 
would be better satisfled to be permitted to con- 
tinue for another four years in the State Depart- 
ment, and to be allowed to carry out his own 
policy in his own way than to make a run for the 
Presidency. Perhaps Mr. Harrison may be will- 
ing to give Mr. Blaine greater latitude and to in- 
terfere less with his foreign policy in the future if 
Mr. Biaine in return will not stand in the way of 
his renomination. | N

PLUMB TALKS OF THE SITUATION. 


‘Tlie Kansas Senator Has Faith in the Ro- 


publican Poligy of Reciprocity. 

Wasuinetor, D. C., July 21.—[Special. ]— 
Senator Plumb is going but to Kansas to take 
part in the campaign there. In an interview 
he sizes up the political situation as follows: 
At the present moment the Republicans of 
Kansas are not to any great extent 
about next year. They are absorbed by the 
consideration of present conditions, personal, 
financial, and political. It is generally con- 
ceded that the fall elections in Massachusetts, 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, and Iowa will combine 
ts give direction to the campaign of next 
year, including the naming of candidates and 
the termns of the platform. Now, as al ways here- 
tofore, Mr. Blaine is strong and no doubt 
potential among the Republicans of Kansas, 
but it is only fair to say that the strength of 
Presidert Harrison among the Repub- 
lican voters is gréat and’ increasing, as 
the conservative and wise and safe charac- 
ter of his administration becomes more and 
more apparent. The next campaign will not 
be carried on on the b of the position of 
one person or administration, Mr. Harrison 
may not bo the nominee of the convention, 
and I have good reason to believe that he will 
not allow his name to be mentioned, much 
less pressed, unless it shall appear that he is 
the strongest man whom the Republican 
party can nominate. There is no room to 
doubt that his wish is first of all for Repub- 
be relied upon to 
bring to the solution of this problem an en- 
tirely impersonal judgment. 

“Of course the West is not so much inter- 
ested in a high tariff as the East is supposed 
to be, and perhaps it is more in favor of 
reciprocity as deciared in the late Tariff law, 
which legislation, however, is only the enter- 
ing wedge.

ply of the United States, but also that which 
makes up by reasob of éxports that balance of 
trade so essential to the stability of our finan-

conditions or through other causes, have con- 
trolled Eastern senti on Various economic 
subjects could be uced to consider not 
Europe but America, not fixed capital but 
production, there lid be no longer talk 
about the East and terms “indicating 
separations of interests, and I have faith to 


believe that through the instrumentality of

Payne Will Not Be There.

Henry C. Payne will probably not be present 
at the meeting of the Executive committee of 
the National Republican committee, which 
will be held at Philadelphia a week from to- 
morrow, as his business will not permit it. 
He said today that he could not think of any 
important business to come before the com- 
mittee besides the resignation of Chairman 
Quay. Mr. Payne said that very likely Vice- 
Chairman Clarkson would be elected Chair- 
man and that possibly a new Vice-Chairman 
would also be elected, although that would 
merely be a complimentary vote. It is be- 
lieved by many that Mr. Payne will be the 
successor of Clarkson as Vice-Chairman. He 
and Clarkson are warm personal friends. 


Dudley Will Probably Resign. 

New York, July 21.—A Washington special 
to the Mail and Express says: It is stated 
here today on reliable authority that Col. W. 
W. Dudley will probably resign as Treasurer 
of the Republican National committee during 
the meeting in Philadelphia the 29th inst.

PIPE LINE GREATLY EXCITES WAUKESHA 


Serious and Permanent Injary Will Be 
Done to Several Celebrated Springs. 

WavxesnHa, Wis., July 21.—[Special. |— 
Quite a commotion has been occasioned here 
by the developments relative to the water-pipe 
line project between Waukesha and Chicago 
as outlined in today’s papers, and criticisms 
are being made of the granting of a franchise 
for the uge of the streets of the village for pri- 
vate purposes when itis not claimed or ex- 
pected that any public benefit is to be de- 
rived. Itis also intimated that the so-valled 
Hygeia Spring company project 1s a sort of 
clubbing scheme in connection with the Wau- 
kesha Deep Rock Water company’s project, 
which not only supplies water to Waukesha, 
but has in contemplation extensive improve- 
ments of the plant here besides the piping 
project. Artesian water is to be used for this 
purpose, while spring water is proposed to be 
used by the newly-organized Hygeia company, 
and widespread fears are felt that wells and 
other springs will be destroyed. 

While the sewer trenches were bemg dug 
this spring the finest springs here were tem po- 
rarily affected, and steps had to be taken to 
preserve them. ‘Therefore the drawing of 
great quantities of water from Hygeia and 
Glen Springs, as it is said 1s the intention, 
will almost certainly produce serious and per- 
manent injury to several celebrated spring 


properties.

Since this bit of gossip started the rounds 
some people have been analyzing the situa- 
tion. What is there in Carter H. Harrison to 
attract the Farmers’ Alliance and what has 
Mr. Harrison in common with the farmers? 
Has he any qualities that make him 
available as a Presidential candidate for the 
third party? Is hein accord with the princi- 
ples of the Alliance movement? 

In the first place, Carter Harrison was born 
on a farm—a Kentucky farm. Any one who 
has seen him seated on his Kentucky mare, as 
the animal dashed along Milwaukee or Blue 
Island avenue, knows that he was not raised 
inacity. His carriage bears marked evidence 
of having had much perience in rural dis- 
tricts. While Mr. Harrison was stumping the 
State, when a Gubernatorial candidate, in 
1884, he made himself quite at home with the 
farmer. He talked horse or hog or corn, as 
the locality demanded. He never made the 
mistake of talking about reaping tho hay or 
mowing the oats. 

He Is aF Kentucklan. 

But there is another reason why Carter Har- 
rison would make a strong Alliance candi- 
date, the story goes. He stands well with 
the people of the South He was 
born in Kentucky and raised there. 
The People’s party is strong in the South and 
it is asserted he would make a powerful can- 
didate. Comparatively speaking there are 
more Alliance men south of the Mason and 
Dixon line than in any other section of the 
country. Their original party affiliations 
were Democratic. In Mr. Harrison, it is said, 
they will find an ideal candidate—a man in 
whom are combined both the elements de- 
sired. 

There is still another view to take of Mr. 
Harrison’s candidacy. The Alliance conven- 
tion will no doubt be held early in 1892, prob- 
ably as early as February. Should Mr. Har- 
rison be selected it is claimed the Democratic 
convention will have no alternative to pursue 
but to indorse him. Mr. Cleveland 
has always been a bitter political 
enem of Chicago’s ex-Mayor and 
the Democratic National committee 
which it is claimed is in the control of the 
Cleveland faction did everything in its power 
to defeat his election as Mayor of Chicago this 
Spring, it is said, Mr. Harrison feels this 


keenly, and wants an opportunity to show u 


strength as a Presidential candidate. Should 
he try to gct the Democratic nomination in 
the regular way his friends claim the machine 
influence would defeat him. Mr. Cleveland 
now has the pins set, and the only thing to do 
is to defeat him by capturing the farmers. 

There is another argument that is 
being urged, His friends claim be 
could carry Illinois beyond a doubt 
on account of his great popularity 
in Chicago. This fact alone would induce the 
Democratic convention to indorse him, it is 
said, if he was nominated by the People’s 
party. They say the South, Kansas, and IIli- 
nois would be solidly for him, and that it 
would be suicide for the Democratic conven- 
‘tion to reject him. Illinois has been selected 
as the field forthe fight in 1892, and the poli- 
ticians say the man who carries the Prairie 
State will be elected President. 

His Silver Views, 

Mr. Harrison’s position on the silver ques- 
tion, it is claimed, will help him capture the 
nomination. His ideas are in accord with 
those of a great many farmers, and it is said 
can be modified to suit the soft-money peo- 
ple. His views on the tariff will suit the 
Northern farmer and his views on the money 
question will suit the Southerner. . 

The third-party movement has not gained 
any strong footing in Illinois, and it is claimed 
the Alliance leaders Wi ump at this oppor- 
tunity to organize the “|e. In addition to 
this Mr. Harrison is a man of great wealth. 
All the money necessary for a spirited cam- 
paign can be obtained if he is the candidate. 

Frank Wenter. Chairman of the City Cen 
tral Committee of the Chicago Democracy, 
had not heard that Mr. Harrison was spoken 
of as the Farmers’ Alliance candidate for 
President of the United States. He did not 
think there was anything in — — — 

tility, experience before the people, 
— his: breadth — independence of charac- 
ter give the suggestion a reason for its ex- 
istence. Mr. Wenter thought his recently ex- 
pressed views on the silver question probably 
has nade some impression on the Alliance 
forces.

Adolph Kraus, the putative father a eg 
light of the Chicago Democracy, said he had 
not heard that Carter Harrison was talked of 
as the Alliance candidate for President. 

4 This I will say, however, that if he is I 
shall work and vote for him.

If the 
Alliance people run a third ticket I have no 
idea they can. elect it. They may, however, 
if they maintain their strength, get enough of

REVELATIONS NOT YET ALL MADE. 


John Haggart to Be Investigated — More 
Boodling in High Places. 

Orrawa, Ont., July 21.—[Special.] —Things 
grow more critical and the revelations are not 
yet over. Postmaster-Genera] Haggart is next 
to be investigated. If the allegations which 
have been in circulation for some days are 
true the Hon. John Haggart ought to resign 
at once and set a good example to Sir Hector 
Langevin. The government is unable to 
carry any more disgraced Ministers. But the 
rank and file and the two new leaders, Mr. 
Abbott and Sir John Thompson, are bent on 
holding together, with a reconstruction as soon 
as possible. It is said on the best authority 
that Mr. Abbott and Sir John Thompson have 
the resignation of all their colleagues in hand, 
to go into effect as soon as the session is over. 
If the opposition insist on makimg more 
charges and continuing the session the gov- 
ernment will introduce a measure redistrib- 
uting the seats as soon as the census figures 
can be added up, and that means a general 
election. 

Martin B. Connolly, ex-bookkeeper for Lar- 
kin, Connolly & Co.. gave startling evidence 
today before the Privileges and Elections: 
committee. He was asked the meaning of 
the letter P' in the books for 1885: He 
did not reply until warned that he 
could be compelled to do so. He said 
P“ stood for Pelletier, one of the Govern- 
ment Inspectors of Dredging.

A real-estate transaction involving the con- 
struction of the largest apartment house in 
Chicago has just been completed.

Chicagp’s Historical Society Views the Sup- 
posed Remains of John Lalime. 

The Historical Society held its quarterly 
meeting last night, a large number of old res- 
The skele- 
ton unearthed last spring at the corner of Illi- 
nois and Cass streetg was presented to the 
society and shown to the audience, who re- 
garded the crumbling relics with great inter- 
est. Maj. Kirkland gave a lecture detailing 
the circumstances of the killing of John 
Lalime by John Kinzie, in 1812, his burial, the 
exhumation of these bones, and the reasons 
for believing them to be the memento of that 


tragedy, 

The authorities cited to show the probable 
identity of the exhumed bones are, first, the 
records of what has been said by Gurdon 
Hubbard and Victoire (Mirandeau) Parthier; 
and next, what is now said by Judge Blodgett, 
Fernando Jones, John C. Haines, and others. 
Also testimony of medical experts (Drs. Hos- 
mer and Freer), who certify the skeleton to 
be that of a man, a white man, a man of ma- 
ture years and slender build, about five feet 
and four inches in height. From the appear- 
ance of the relics and their reddish color 
these professional gentlemen are of the opin- 
ion that (supposing them to have been in dry 
sand) they are of long sepulcher; quite possi- 
bly the seventy-nine years which have elapsed 


dge Blodgett remembers playing on the 
North Side in 1831 and 1832 and that the boys 
pointed northward into the brush and said 
that up there“ was the grave of a man that 
Old John Kinzie killed. This seems to indi- 
eate the very place where the relics were 
found. Gurdon Hubbard, who removed here 
from Danville in 1836, gives Mrs. Kinzie’s 
story of the killing and indicates the spot of 
burial as about 200 yards west of the old Kin- 
zie house, a point also within a stone’s throw 
of the same place. Old St. James’ Church 
occupied the lot from 1836 to 1871, but no one 
connected with the church ever “heard of the 
rounds being used for burials. On the other 
and John C, Haines has a dim recollection of 
seeing Lalime’s grave and that it was in the 
chürch-yard. S. H. Kerfoot Jr. has the same 
impression as to a fenced grave there, but 
without any knowledge as to whose grave it 
was. 

Part of the bottom of a pine coffin was un- 
earthed with the bones. It is certain that 
Lalime was buried in about that locality, and 
no knowiedge exists that his bones have ever 
been uncovered.

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HENRY W. BLUDGETT REACHES THE 
AGE OF THREE SCORE AND TEN. 


It Is a Dual Anniversary, He Having com- 
pleted Twenty Years’ Service on the 
Federal Bench*-Sincere Congratulations 
on Every Side—He Spends the Day 
Quietly at His Waukegan Home—Brief 
Sketch of His Career. 


Judge Blodgett did not sit yesterday 
as the court-room phrase goes. He was out 
at his pleasant home, among the Jersey cattle 
and under the big trees, celebrating the fact 
that he had been twenty years on the bench 
and that he had touched the allotted time of 
three score and ten. 

But then the Judge has no intention of fol- 
lowing the Biblical record with undue fidelity, 
The whole community will congratulate itself 
that he has no present intention of retiring 
from the bench, as he is now at liberty to do, 
with full pay at any time. 

Despite his advanced age, his mental powers 

are unimpaired, and his physical health and 
strength are almost as good as ever. That 
Judge Blodgett is desirous of remaining in 
the harness is a matter for which tne public 
may congratulate not only the honored Judge, 
but itself, which he has served so well and 
faithfully. 
f For many years Judge Biodgett has made 
justice possible ; has emphasized the fact that 
there is such a thing as legal philosophy; has 
given additional proof of the saying that 
Grant never blundered.“ 

The keen brain that made philosophie de- 
cisions is keen as ever; the legal knowledge of 
the green tree has ripened into fulness and 
perfection, 

Spent the Day at Home. 

Judge Blodgett’s court clerk, when asked 
how the former had observed his anniversary, 
put it this way: 

Lou see,Judge Blodgett did not come 
down today; there were no cases on the 
docket. He had a number of cases under 
advisement and took them home to study.” 

Another clerk in Mr. Blodgett’s office put 
the case in a different fashion. Said — 
His Honor has gone to Waukegan. There 
he will celebrate his twentieth anniversary of 
worthy service. Have the boys about the 
court-room done anything to mark the oc- 
casion? No. No presentation—there was 
oe we could offer that would fill the 

ill. 

At his Waukegan home Judge Hlodgett 
geeky received the congratulations of the old 

‘aukegan settlers who called upon him. 
Anticipating that he would hold court as 
usual, however, there was a crowd of old gen- 
tlemen friencs ot the Judge since his arrival 
bere, who assembled at the door of the court 
chambers awaiting his arrival and ready to 
tender him an informal reception. They went 
away disappointed when it was announced he 
would not hold court. 

His Reputation as a Judge. 

A well-known lawyer, who practices much 
in the Federal courts, said yesterday that 
Judge Blodgett had the record of the Jehes 
who had the fewegt decisions reversed of any 
man in the Federal courts. This is a reputa- 
tion that the Chief-Justice of the United 
States—before he was Chief-Justice of the 
United States—might have envied. He came 
among the legal snap-dragoons of the Federal 
courts and held his own from the start. 

His reputation is that of a Judge who knows 
the law and makes other folk know the law. 

In this connection they tell a story. In the 
Col. Phebe Couzins case an attorney, in the 
full flush of oratory, referred the Judge toa 
certain case of which he thought the court was 
ignorant,

Sketch of His Life. 

Henry William Blodgett was born at Am- 
herst, Mass., July 21, 1821. His parents caine 
to Illinois in 1881. The father was a black- 
sinith and the mother a woman of culture. At 


17 the son entered Amherst Academy, and, 


having completed the course returned to Illi- 
nois, where he became a school-teacher and 
surveyor. 

At the age of 21 he entered the law office of 
Scammon & Judd as a student. He was ad- 
mitted to the bar in 1845, and began the prac- 
tice of the law at Littleford, now Waukegan, 
where he soon gained a reputation. He was 
elected a member of the State House of Rep- 
resentatives in 1852 and in 1858 State Senator. 

He was at one time intimately associated 
with the legal affairs of the Chicago and 
Northwestern road. He procured the charter 
of the Chicago and Milwaukee road in 185), 
and its development was due largely to his 
efforts. He was successively attorney, director, 
and President of the road. He was at one 
time General Solicitor of the Michigan South- 
ern, the Fort Wayne, the Rock Island, and the 
Northwestern roads, and was the leading rail- 
road lawyer of the Northwest when in 1870 
President Grant appointed him . of the 
United States District Court for Northern 
District of Illinois. 

Judge Blodgett is a Republican and voted 
the national anti-slavery ticket in 1844. He 
married Miss Alathea Crocker of Madison, N. 
Y., April 12, 1850.

Dr. Rittenhouse Censured for Concealing a 
Case of Scarlet- Fever. 

Dr. William Rittenhouse of No. 479 Leavitt 
street was severely reprimanded yesterday by 
Commissioner Ware for violating the ordi- 
nance providing for instant notification of 
any case of contagious disease. 

A week ago Saturday Dr. Rittenhouse was 
called to attend the child of E. Karrer, a bar- 
ber, residing at No. 573 Ogden avenue.

Dr. Rittenhouse made a statement 
in which he said that he was prevailed upon 
to conceal the case by Mr. Karrer’s repre- 
sentation that it would injure his business to 
have the house placarded according to law. 

Dr. Garrott, the Medical Inspector, says in 
justice to Dr. Rittenhouse that his precau- 
tionary measures were excellent, but his 
culpability in disobeying the law was serious. 
On account of his honesty and regret for his 
dereliction he was not prosecuted. Dr. Ware

RECIPROCITY * VERESUELS NOT 

A dispatch was printed in Monday morning 
papers which gave much pleasure to the anti- 
reciprocity Democrats. It was to the effect 
that the Venezuelan Congress had refused to 
make a reciprocity trade agreement with the 
United States, because the reduction of some 
duties and the removal of others would, it 
was alleged, reduce too much the present 
custom-house receipts, which compose five- 
sevenths of the Venezuelan revenues. It ap- 
pears that that was not a correct statement. 
The Congress did express its fears as to the 
effect the proposed changes would have on 
their revenues, but nevertheless gave Presi- 
dent Palacio authority to make a reciprocity 
agreement with this country if he thought it 
could be done consistent with the interests of 
the country, which it is well known that he 
does, so that the treaty he has negotiated will 
soon go into effect. 

The best informed Venezuelans know that 
while there may be some falling off in tariff 
receipts, yet the loss can be met by increasing 
the taxes on articles of luxury, and by more 
economic administration of the finances. 
They know, also, that the consumption of 
those articles on which the duties are low- 
ered will be so much increased that the 
smaller charges on the greater quantity will 
produce more than the heavier duties on the 
smaller quantity. The experience of other 
nations proves that. Nor are they unaware of 
the fact that the greater consumption of the 
cheap and nutritious fooa from North Ameri-. 
ca will iead to an increased demand in this 
country for the tropical products of Venezuela, 
such as coffee and cocoa, which will stimu- 
late the planters to grow more. They will be- 
come wealthier and better able to pay taxes 
under reciprocity than without it. 

It appears further that after the matter had 
been put in the hands of the President an at- 
tempt was made by some of the Venezuelans 
to mix up the reciprocity question with the 
boundary dispute between Venezuela and 
Great Britain, and not to agree to reciprocate 
unless the United States would promise in 
return to look after Venezuelan interests 
on the Orinoco River, The American Gov- 
ernment properly enough refused to deal 
with these two subjects jointly. This has de- 
layed negotiations, but there is good reason to 
believe that an acceptable arrangement will 
be made soon. 

But if the unexpected’ should happen and 
Venezuela-be shortsighted enough to refuse 
to reciprocate, she would be the one to suffer 
by it. It was not expected that all the South 
American States would fall into line at once. 
It was understood that it might take a little 
touch of tariff retaliation to bring some of 
them to terms. If Venezuela should stay out, 
so much the worse for her. Her chief export 
is coffee, and the United States is her principal 
and best market. de tariff law provides 
that if by Jan. 1, 1892, any nation producing 
and sending here sugar, molasses, tea, coffee, 
or hides. shall not reciprocate with American 
products, then those articles shall be dutiable. 
This country took from Venezuela $10,966,000 
worth of her products last year. Of this, 
$9,662,000 was coffee and $812,000 hides. In 
case of a failure or refusal to reciprocate with 
us five months hence her coffee will pay three 
cents a.pound and her hides a cent and a half 
a pound, If there should be no falling off in 
the quantity of coffee imported the 57,000,000 
pounds would produce to our Treasury a reve- 
nue of $1,710,000. But the effect of the impo- 
sition of the duty would be to greatly check 
the importation of coffee from Venezuela. 
The three-cent-a-pound duty would add large- 
ly to the demand for the Brazilian berry, be- 
cause Brazil has made a fair reciprocity treaty 
with us. The Venezuelans would have to 
throw a larger share of their product: on the 
European market. That would force down 
the price there. The duty would thus have to 
be borne by the Venezuelans, for this country 
ean get along without their coffee. 

It would be better if the retaliatory duty on 
coffee were made five cents a pound, as it was 
during the war, but there is no likelihood that 
the next Congress will raise it. The Demo. 
crats of the House will do nothing which can 
be construed into an indorsement of the rec- 
iprocity policy. But even with the duty at 
three cents the Venezuelans would find out 
that they were heavily handicapped, and that 
what their country lost by reason of the lower 
price received from their staple, coffee, was 
much more than what their government possi- 
bly could lose by untaxing our farm products. 
The Venezuelans can’t help understanding that, 
and will not stay out of the coming com- 
mercial union of the Western World, West- 
ern foodstuffs will be admitted free in that 
country before the next snow flies. Blaine 
knew what he was about in his reciprocity 
scheme. 


OUR PRODUCE EXPORTS, 

The official statement of exports from the 
United States during the year ending with 
last June, as compared with those of the pre- 
ceding twelve months, contains some inter- 
esting facts. The exports of wheat were 
about the same, and those of flour 73¢ per 
cent less. The total reduced to wheat was 
equal to 103,735,453 bushels, being a decrease 
of 344 per cent. The value was $103,610,000, 
against $100,400,000 for the year preceding. In 
corn the difference was much more marked, 
the exports declining from 100,905,500 bushels 
to 29,894,380, a falling off to the extent of 
more than 70 per cent, but the price per bush- 
el was much higher. Oats fell back from 
13,248,516 to 916,323 bushels, and rye from 
2,257,356 to 332,739 bushels. The cfficial val- 
uation for breadstuffs exported last year was 
$123,166,478, against $150,690,083 a year pre- 
viously, being a decline of 18 per cent. 

The exports of hog product, including 
bacon, hams, pork, and lard, were a little 
more than the 572,750 tons exported the pre- 
vious year, but values were slightly less. The 
value of beef products was $35,875,617, being 
a gain of nearly 20 per cent, with an increase 
The number of 
cattle was about the same and of hogs 37,789 
head, being a decrease of 14,590. The value 
of dairy products fell off 25 per cent, to

Of course the decrease of t per cent 
in our cereal crops of 1890 from of 1889 


caused the decadence in the exports of bread- 


stuffs, and naturally enough it told most for- 
cibly on those of corn and oats, only a small 
percentage of the total yield being sent across 
the ocean in ordinary years. But the slight 
falling off in wheat and flour required another 
explanation. Either we must have had a big 
reserve of wheat twelve months ago or there 
was a large error in the estimates of crop pro- 
duction in one or both years. But the state- 
ment of quantity in the hands of farmers at 
the beginning of March, 1890, is inconsistent 
with the first supposition, and it seems neces- 
sary to fall back on the second. That little 
difference of less than 4,000,000 bushels in the 
exports of wheat and fiour was not equal to 
the increased domestic consumption due to a 
larger population, so that roughly speaking 
the differences in the wheat yield of the two 
years named must have been equal only to the 
difference between stocks at the close of those 
cereal years, which the statistics make out to 
be far less than the official difference in yield. 

The total increase in export values was $14,- 
222,000, and its ratio of 2 per cent is ab ut 
equal to that of the growth in population. 
Hence in the business of exports we have not 
fallen behind, and the movement of goid 
across the Atlantic during the last six months 
must have been due to the prevalence of other 
conditions, such as a desire to withdraw funds 
invested here by foreigners, who are scared at 
the idea of receiving payment in silver if they 
hold on a while longer. The produce exports 
of the fiscal year on which we have recently 
entered bid fair to much exceed those of the 
last twelve months, both in quantity and 
value. Will they be sufficiently extensive to 
stop the drain of gold and cause the current to 
set the other way? 


THE FULLER PRESIDENTIAL BOOM. 

The Washington (D.C.) Sunday Gazette, 
which has constituted itself an organ of the 
Fuller movement, is booming the Chief Jus- 
tice vigorously and ures as one of the reasons 
for his candidacy for the Presidency his great 
popularity in Illinois. It sets forth that there 
is a determination among the leading Demo- 
crats of this State to place his name before 
the convention and rashly concludes that in 
the event of his nomination Illinois will leave 
the Republican column. 

The Gazette is in error in assuming that 
there is a Fuller boom in Illinois, still more so 
in assuming that his nomination would swing 
Illinois away from its solid Republican moor- 
ings. Notwithstanding Mr. Fuller’s rank as 
a lawyer, his popularity in the Iroquois club, 
his youthful poems, and his handsome mus- 
tache, he will not do for a Presidential candi- 
date, and fur a good reason which long ago 
impressed itself upon the minds of thinking 
men of all parties. There is a general con- 
sensus of opinion that nothing is more essen- 
tial to the public welfare and to the interests 
of all classes than to keep the judiciary out of 
politics, and the higher the rank of the judi- 
ciary the greater is the necessity for keeping 
up the barriers between them. The Supreme 
Court of the United States is the highest ju- 
dicial resort of sixty-two million people, and 
in some respects the highest office in the 
world. In many ways it has greater powers 
than any department of the government, and 
if there is one sentiment upon which people 
of all parties are more agreed than upon an- 
other it is that this court must be kept 
free from the corrupting taint of 
politics. There wasa time when the Demo- 
crats were tempted to nominate Judge Chase 
for the Presidency. There have been times 
when the Republicans considered the chances 
of Judge Miller and Chief Justice Waite, but 
upon reflection they came to the conclusion it 
would not do. Once the practice of going to 
the Supreme Bench for candidates began, and 
the Presidential bee got into the bonnets of 
Chief Justices and their associates, the integ- 
rity of the court itself would be endangered, 
foreven Chief Justices are made with the 
same human nature as ordinary men. In- 
stead of writing opinions and expounding the 
law from the purely legal point of view, their 
decisions and expositions would be colored by 
personal and partisan motives, and they would 


seek for popularity rather than absolute jus- | 


tice. If Mr. Fuller were a Presidential candi- 
date his Supreme Court career would be com- 
promised. His opinions would have partisan 
motives read into them by his opponents and 
they would be defended on partisan grounds 
by his friends. His decisions, instead of be- 
ing accepted as constructions of law, would be 
as shuttlecocks, knocked hither and thither by 
rival political organizations. 

In this State, from which Mr. Fuller comes 
and where his candidacy would have the 
strongest support, in case it were within the 
possibilities to nominate him, the complete 
severance of the judiciary and politics al- 
ways has been demanded by the leaders of 
both parties. The Judges of the State Su- 
preme Court never have been mixed up in 
politics, Some of the Judges of the lower 
courts have, but even in their cases it has not 
been looked upon with favor by either party. 
Ifa Judge upon the bench desires to be a 
candidate for political office popular senti- 
ment demands that he shall leave it and allow 
ample time to elapse before he runs, and if 
the people of Illinois were convinced that the 
Chief Justice is scheming for the nomination 
or that he would accept it if his friends could 
get it for him, they would call upon him even 
now to step down and out so that there should 
be no possibility of political taint attaching 
to his ermine. So Chief Justice Fuller will 
not do, and that is the sentiment of the people 
of Illinois. He is a good man, but he will not 
be President, and his organs, which are self. 
constituted and not of his seeking, should 
take in their boom before it becomes 
seriously embarrassing to him. 


SENATOR STEWART’S NONSENSE. 

Senator Stewart of Nevada tells his admir- 
ing listeners that ruin, bankruptcy, and de- 
cay are inevitable on the gold standard, and 
then avers, the only possible relief is bimet- 
allism,” which we have now m perfection. 
After this he proceeds to argue for the free 
coinage of silver without waiting for any 
other nation to join in the movement, when 
if he had a single grain of common sense he 
must know that such adoption of free coinage 
would quickly reduce us to asilver standard and 
expel every dollar of gold from cireulation. It is 
strange if he cannot see that the free coinage 
of silver would drive our gold out of circula- 


tion as effectually as it disappeared during the 


rebellion war, and for the same reason, that 
| it will not circulate at a big premium or with 
a cheaper currency. He says that “ three- 
fourths of the voters west of the Alleghanies 
and south of the Potomac, and a large portion 
of those north and east of those points, favor 
the restoration of silver, when silver has been 
restored tor 13 years. The standard silver 
doliar never had any circulation before then. 
The Senator is perhaps 65 years old, and it is 
doubtful if he ever saw an American standard 
silver dollar before the passage of the Allison 
bill in 1878.79. There are now 400 millions of

And he 
ought to be ashamed of himself for the per- 
sistent misstatement that the free coinage of 
silver by the United States alone would mean 
bimetallism. He must know, if he has any 
sense, it would speedily result in the worst 
kind of monometallism, under which the peo- 
ple would have less specie than now to form 
the basis of a circulation. If he does not know 
it he must be one of the biggest donkeys in 
the whole country.

The Bourbons of Jorgiah are in a condition 
of hysterics over the new invasion headed by 
“ the crazy-quilt pohtician of Iowa and the ac- 
cident of Kansas. Never in the history of 
Jorgiah have they been so stirred up . 
Not even when Old Tecumseh with his “ fu 
of hell and surging forces of hatred” went 
*marchin’ thro” the State, en route to the | 
sen, were they in such a frantic condition as 
now, though neither of the present invaders 
carries weapons more powerful than that with 
which Samson slew the Philistines. In those 
days the Bourbons stood firmly together. 
There were no desertions from the ranks. 
But now the crazy quilt and the accident have 
come down upon them like the wolf upon the 
fold, and moss-covered and rock-buttressed 
Bourbonism is disintegrating. under their 
blows. Lured by the siren voices of these 
Western humbugs, fascinated with prospects 
of unlimited money and the minimum of 
labor, tempted with smoking barbecues, the 
ranks of the faithful are rapidly thinning out 
as by twos, and threes, and companies they 
straggle off and join the crowd which is fol- 
lowing the emissaries of a mottled and un- 
sanctifled political faith.“ In vain the old 
leaders shout and gesticulate to them to come 
back. They swarm after these unsavory 
evangelists as if they were hypnotized by 
them, and the old structure of Jorgiah Bour- 
bonism is cracking and melting. away like 
bergs under the summer sun. The appeals of 
the old Bourbons are even pathetic in their 
protests, as witness this from the Rome Trib- 
une, one of the few faithful sentinels still 
standing at its post: 

There is a prophecy of evil upon the land. 
There is an omen of trouble in the unfolded and 
unfolding events of this day. The fact cannot be 
disguised that there has come into Georgia an ele- 
ment of discord and a potency of disruption. 
After years of peace and prosperity ; after years of 
rest and quietude from the storms of strife and 
the lashing billows of maddened passion; after 
years of freedom from the furies of hell and the 
surging forces of hatred without and traitorism 
within, this noble old State, this dear old mother 
of loving sons and lovely, trusting, and contiding 
daughters, is on the verge of a conflict which, 
when it shall burst upon her, will bring such 
black and awful ruin as will cause the dark days 
of 61-65 to glow with the benediction of heaven 
and the light of the sweetest peace that ever 
smiled upon a people. 

After this frenzied effort its protest dies 
away in the following pathetic bleat: 

Why this invasion of Georgia by men who are 
the mouthpieces of strange teachings, the emis- 
saries of an unknown god? Why this bringing 
from afar these evangelists of a new doctrine, 
these propagandists of a mottled and unsanctified 
faith? Is Georgia’s glory gone? Has the glory 
departed from Georgia and are there none of her 
sous brave enough, and capable enough, and 
trusted enough to lead their brothers into ways 
of pleasantness and paths of peace? Has it come 
to this, that the name of Georgian is but another 
for poltroon, demagogue, traitor, and coward? 
Has it come to this, that Georgians must be taught 
their duty as citizens by a crazy-quilt politician 
from Iowa and an accident from Kansas? 

Then God help us! Then let the angel of ob- 
livion kindly cover the names of Crawford, of 
Stephens, of Toombs, of Hill, of Jennings, of John- 
son, of Gordon, of Grady, and obliterate for- 
ever the story of theit lives and their works. 


Meanwhile the crazy quilt and the accident 
are making the most of their opportunity and 
are marching straight through the Bourbon 
camps, carrying everything before them as did 
Old Tecumseh when he went through the 
shell, Crowds come to them froin miles 
around and every man who listens is infected 
and straightway becomes an evangelist and 
goes back home to spread the mottled and un- 
sanctified faith among his neighbors, and es- 
tablish crazy-quilt lodges, in which the new 
doctrine shall be taught. Truly, it is hard 
lines in Jorgiah wken Toombs, Hill, Ste- 
pheus, Gordon, and Grady are forgotten and 
Sockless Simpson and Crazy-Quilt Weaver can 
inspire the masses of the people to turn and 
rend the fabric of Bourbonism which they 
constructed. No wonder the pathetic blea ts 
of the leaders are heard everywhere vainly 
calling the crazy sheep back to the fold!

THE SUMMER SCHOOLS, 

The summer schools this year, which have 
increased in numbers, activity, and area of 
study, are a striking illustration of the rest- 
less, eager determination of young Americans 
to acquire knowledge as fast as possible on the 
largest possible variety of subjects. It 1s not 
many years since the famous Concord School 
of Philosophy was the only summer school in 
the country. Since that has disappeared, 
partly owing to the old age and infirmities of 
its regular attendants and partly because the 
rising generation has no use for philosophies 
of the Concord sort, a successor has been 
started which shoots lower than the Alcott 
standard and is known as the Plymouth 
School of Applied Ethics. This, however, is 
largely a school of theories and speculations, 
which, though not as transcendental as those 
which used to be taught at Concord, are 
nevertheless a little too airy and elevated for 
the masses. The scholars are found at the 
Plymouth school in considerable numbers, 
but the successful summer schools have been 
those based upon the Chautauquan idea. As 
they cover everything from A to izzard in the 
way of knowledge and combine diversion with 
intellectual effort they have beon specially at- 
tractive to the great crowd of young men and 
young women who wish to enjoy a pleasant 
outing with the possibilities of becoming 
erudite. 

In the direction of pleasure it must be ac- 
knowledged that the scheme is an inviting 
one. One letter writer at the New York Chau- 
tauqua says: The young ladies are entering 
into every sport with the young men. In 
swimming, riding, rowing, gymnasium work, 
and tennis the girls certainly are not far be- 
hind the boys in making a good showing. The 
divided skirt is a great boon to the girls and 
they use it freely in the gymnasium, on the 
bicycle, and on the lake.“ There is another 
diversion which has occasioned much anxiety 
among the authorities, and that is flirting. It 
is said they are devising ways and means to 
prevent it, but it may be prophesied they will 
not succeed, for flirting is a recreation much 
older than summer schools, and wherever 
young men and young women are brought 
together it will continue, even to the end of 
time. It is a manifestation of physical activ- 
ity for which no remedy has yet been or ever 
will be found. The intellectnal program of 
the summer school is quite as remarkable as 
the physical. A cour e which includes in a 
single day lectures upon the cliff dwellers, 
home decorative art, the national struggle for 
commerzial independence, a trip through 
Palestine, percentage, bookkeeping, pen- 
manship and shorthand writing, a 
talk on gin, and a monologue on 
hash, is unique and picturesque enough to 
appeal to the largest number of individuals. 
It. offers something to every one, and those 
who come bearing the offers are experts in 
their various lines. As compared with such 
a menu as this it must be acknowledged that 
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gentlemen who cannot combine tennis and 
knowledge, and those elderly ladies who have 
no use for divided skirts and bicycles, will en- 
joy them, but the masses will choose the 
other style of summer school. It is early as 
yet to decide what the results of these schools 
may be. It.is possible they are only fads, for 


‘we are a fickle people, in our pleasures as 


well as in our serious pursuits, but the indica- 
tions are that they have come to stay. They 
certainly cover important ground, and as 
they are cheap they specially appeal to those 
who cannot afford the courses of study at the 
universities. It is needless to say that their 
highest charm is in the combination of phys- 
ical pleasure wit intellectual profit.

General Manager J. T. Odell of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad was in the city yes- 
terday, but said he knew nothing of the inten- 
tion of the Baltimore and Ohio to build a 
branch line to the World’s Fair. When told 
that Vice-President King had said such would 
be done Mr. Odell asked if the World’s Fair 
people wanted the line built. He was told 
that they did. e 

Chief of Construction Burnham said yester- 
day he would be glad to have the Baltimore 
and Ohio enter the park. He said no difficul- 
ty would be experienced in affording connec- 
tion with the loop. Members of the Commit- 
tee on Grounds and Buildings have said the 
same thing, but as yet there has been no con- 
ference between representatives of the railroad 
and the Exposition. 

World’s Fair officials say that the more 
roads they can induce to enter Jackson 
Park the better it would be for the Fair, 
and there is a general desire to see the Illinois 
Central monopoly broken up. It has been 
advertising, it is claimed, that it is the only 
railroad which runs directly to Jackson Park. 
It is a north and south line, and railroad peo- 
ple say there is a good chance for the Balti- 
more and Ohio as an Eastern line to make a 
big strike. All the European exhibits will 
come by way of the Atlantic seaboard, and if 
the Baltimore and Ohio had direct connection 
with the park its consignors would not have 
to pay switching char The road could af. 
ford to make a rate or $10 per car lower 
than competing lines. b 

It was said yesterday by an official of the 
road that the branch would not be built owing 
to the exorbitant demands made by mul es- 
tate owners for their property, over which a 
right of way would have to be secured, Some 
of the same property owners, it is -held, froze 
out the Exposition management when it 
sought to secure a right of way from Stony 
Island avenue and Sixty-seventh street east to 
the Illinois Central. 

But it was ascertained yesterday from a re- 
liable source that a committee of World’s 
Fair Directors consisting of, among others, 
President Baker, E. Jeffery, and Mr. 
Ketcham, are now negotiating with the owners 
of the lands below the point where the Illinois 
Central intersects Seventy-sixth street and the 
southern line of Jackson Park for 6 lease of 
the grounds during the period of the Worid's 
Fair, so as to enable the construction of from 
seven to twelve tracks from the Baltimore and 
Ohio line to the World’s Fair grounds. The 
negotiations are progressing favorably, it is 
said. In fact, it was given out yesterday that 
the only one who yet stands out is J. Irving 
Pearce. He wants too high a rent in the 
opinion of the committee. It is thought he 
will reduce his price, however. If the negotia- 
tions are successful the lines will be laid soon 
after the Council meets. They will be tosome 
extent controlled by the Baltimore and Ohio 
but they will not be for the exclusive use of 
that company. All the trunk lines may use 
them. 


MR. IVES LOOKING FOR PAINTINGS, 


Preparations He Is Making for the Art Ex- 
hibit at the Exposition, 

Halsey C. Ives has begunan active cam- 
paign in the interest of the fine arts exhibit 
at the Exposition. His efforts are being ex- 
tended over all Europe and this country, too. 
He is now in Washington, and from there he 
will go to Philadelphia and seek to secure a 
series of historical pictures which were recently 
exhibited by a Philadelphia historical society. 
This collection embraces portraits of ex-Pres- 
idents, Generals, explorers, philosophers, and 
other men who have achieved famein this 
country. Mr. Ives feels sure that he will be 
able to secure the entire Collection. He is 
also preparing a circular, which will be sent 
to the artists and sculptors of England, all of 
whom will be solicited to send their works to 
the Exposition. They cannot be handled di- 
rectly through the Department of Fine Arts, 
but they will be encouraged to make arrange- 
ments with the English Commission for se- 
curing an adequate and complete display of 
English paintings and works of sculpture. 

It is said that some of the best works of 
French painters during the last ten years may 
be found in this country, but with the English 
artists it is different. No sooner is a fine 
painting under way there than some wealthy 
Englishman learns of it and immediately 
makes a purchase. This tendency on the part 
of Englishmen has kept their works of art 
in the mother country, and few of them are 
seen in the United States. Mr. Ives wishos to 
secure the art treasures of England, and is 
taking steps in that direction. 

A circular is also being prepared in his de- 
partment to be sent to American artists and 
sculptors, and this country will be ransacked 
from one end to the other to secure the best 
examples of American art. N 
By the recent changes effected in the system 
of classification architecture has been brought 
within the Department of Fine Arts, and an- 
other circular is being prepared which will be 
sent to architects, not only of this country, 
but to those of European and other countries, 
Just now, England is the 3 field 
which Mr. Ives wishea to develop in pictures, 
sculpture, and architecture. 

A note from M. Proust, giving an assurance 
that France will be well represented, is re- 
ceived with especial gratification, since the 
Exposition management has long cast covetous 
eyes on the art collections of France, and M. 
Proust is regarded as the one particular man 
who will be able to secure a fine art exhibit 
from that country. 


PLANNING FOR A STATE BUILDING. 


Meeting of the Illinois Board of World’s 
Fair Commissioners at Chicago. 

All day yesterday the State Board of World’s 
Fair Commissioners of Illinois was in ses- 
sion, its meetings bemg held at the Sherman 
House. 
At the morning session the members heard 
the report of the Committee on Construction, 
which had obtained the proper leases and as- 
signments of ground on which to erect the 
State Building at Jackson Park, 
The meeting then took a recess, and, accom- 
panied by Architect Boyimgton, all proceeded 
to Jackson Fark and surveyed the ground that 
had been staked out by the engineer of the 
Columbian Exposition, and determined the 
necessary grades. 
In the afternoon they met again. Chair- 
man Virgin of the Construction committee 
had been asked what would be done in regard 
to transportation lines, and he was able to as- 
sure those present that Mr. Burnham would 
not cause any lines to be laid that should in 
any way interfere with the site of the Illinois 
Building. A long discussion ensued in regard 
to employing an architect to construct, super- 
intend, or submit estimates for the new build- 
ing. Over an hour wasconsumed in this wrangle, 
but Mr. Dysart’s motion to accept the propo- 
sition of Architect Boyington for a building 
450 feet long, 160 feet wide, and with a north

Charles Sumner’s Ambition. 

In reply to this taunt of Senator Chandler 
Mr. Summer replied in his deep, sonorous 
voice: No, my friend; I am looking much 
ambition can ever aspire to, 
and much further into the future than you or 
I will live to see. Nor do 1 wish to be under- 
stood as intending the least disparagement of 
Gen. Grant’s deservings, great soldier 
whom you desire to honor, as he now wears a 
crown that no civil fame can add a single 
jewel thereto, so I beg of you to be careful not 
to injureit.

These are substantially the words uttered on 
this exciting occasion, and as they made so 
profound an impression I made a few hasty 
notes of them, from which I draw much of the 
material for this article. The editorial under 
discussion was, of course, approved, and, as 
already sta was published the next morn- 
ing in the Daily Chronicle in this city, and, as 
is well known, it was received with general 
approbation by Republicans all over the 


country. i 
The publication of this article the morning 
after the conference was atteuded by some 
incidents still worth recalling at this late day. 
The surprise among prominent Democrats 
was far greater than they would now be 
willing toadmit, as it will be remembered 
that very many of them entertained very high 
hopes of capturing the General as a candidate 
for their own partygand, at the time it was 
claimed, not without some encouragement. 
Gen. Grant, to those who knew him best, was 
very carefully reticent on the subject of pol- 
ities, as well as on other matters, but, never- 
theless, some of his ill-advised Democratic 
friends assumed to speak for him, and none 
with more seeming authority than his old 
father-in-law, Judge Dent, who was a Demo- 
erat of the old school.

dent Grant’s first term. He loved nothing 
better than to talk politics, and never lost 
an opportunity to boast of his Democracy, 
and to say that while Gen. Grant was 
elected President by the Republicans he never 
lost his Democracy.“ [Gen. Grant was a 
National Protection Whig and never a 
trade, State-sovereignity Democrat, as the 
old pro-slavery, secesh Dent tried to make 
him out.

from anywhere else. I may as well add that 
the distinguished friend of Gen. Grant 
referred to by the Boston correspondent was 
at the time alleged to be Montgomery Blair, 
President Lincoln’s ex-Postmaster-General. 
That he may have been quietly at work to se- 
cure Gen. Grant fot the Democratic part 
was very probable, but that he ever sugges 
such a statement as was contained in the Bos- 
ton Washington dispatch no sane man who 
knew anything of the Blairs would fora mo- 
ment admit. No! The Blairs were trained 
in a school of politics that was too wise to be 
guilty of any such nonsense. 

There was one other important result of the 
conference held at Col, Forney’s rooms 
sides the one that made Gen. Grant Presi- 
dent, and that was the influence it exerted on 
the future relations between President Grant 
and Mr. Sumner, which I doubt if it has ever 
before been mentioned in public print. 

A Pled¢e of Secrecy. 

A few moments before this conference ad- 
journed Col. Forney exacted from every one 
present a pledge of secrecy, and under no con- 
sideration to allow a word of its proceedings 
to be given to the press. Iam quite sure not 
a word or line appeared in the daily Chronicle, 
as Col. Forney’s orders were too explicit to 
admit of any mistake, nor were they ever 
mentioned in any newspaper. Subse- 
quent events, however, satisfied a few of 
us that Gen. Babcock must have violated his 
pledge of secrecy. Not because he lid not re- 
spect the hospitality of Col. Forney, nor his 
own word, either, but his relations to Gen. 
Grant at the time were of such a confidential 
character, besides his love for him, that he no 
doubt deemed it his duty to tell him just what 
occurred, and in his zeal reported every word 
Mr. Sumner said, with all the bitterness he 
could put into them. I remember that during 
Mr. Sumner’s speech protesting against 
Grant’s candidacy Gen. Babcock became very 
much excited, and but for the restraining in- 
fluence of Col. Forney he might have said 
more than would have boa deemed prudent 
for one in his position, Ali this goes to show 
that Gen. Babcock did tell Grant just what 
Mr. Sumner said, and that it became the 
basis for the subsequent imbroglio between 
these two distinguished public men. Of 
course Mr. Sumner was ignorant of all this, 
but President Grant was not, and therefore 
bided his time, realizing that it would not do 
to open war on a man of so prominent a posi- 
tion as Mr. Sum on so trivial a matter.

also his share of human weakness, and that 
while he never deserted a friend, and particu- 
larly, as he once remarked himself, “ when 
under the fire of an enemy,“ he also nursed 
what he deemed an injury as tenaciously as 
the weakest of us probably would have done. 


Grant Never Forgave Sumner. 

So Grant never forgave Mr. Sumner, and 
when the time arrived. as it did and in a meas- 
ure provoked by himself, he used it with all 
the power of his administration. Our nego- 
tiations for the purchase of San Domingo, 
which Mr. Sumner opposed with all the vigor 
of his mind, opened the way for the President 
to cuinmence the fight, and that he succeeded 
has since passed into history. The appoint- 
ment of Gen. Babcock as a member of the 
Commission only aggravated Mr. Sumner the 
more, util he, too, lost his usual self-control. 
I happen to know that all the trouble about 
San Domingo, as all the others which followed 
between Mr. Sumner and Secretary Fish, could 
have easily been settled but for the old sores,“ 
which Gen. Babcock was sure to keep alive. I 
often had an impression that Babcock made 
aconfident of Secretary Fish, as he, too, in 
his diplomatic way did all he could to widen 
the breach. As is well known he took special 
pains to ask for Mr. Sumner’s removal as 
Chairman of the Foreign Relations Commit- 
tee of the United States Senate, pleading as a 
reason that his (Sumner’s) opposition to the 
Administration in its several foreign meas- 
ures had a very embarrassing effect on the re- 
lations of the State Depariment with the 
United States Senate. The country now 
knows how promptly Republican Senators re- 
sponded to this shabby demand of power. 

«ver was a more undignified as well as cruel 
act perpetrated by any legislative body. I re- 
member well the humiliating scene in the 
United States Senate during the session of the 
Republican caucus in ‘the large reception 
rooms adjoining the Senate chamber. 


There were no Senators in their seats at the

Jay Gould seems to have recovered suffi- 
ciently from the severe attack of sickness that 
caused his abrupt withdrawal from the recent 
meeting of the Advisory Board in New York 
to stand the ordeal of an interview regarding 
the reports published in the papers that he 
was disgusted with his associates on the Ad- 
visory Board for not adopting the-joint agency 
plan: that he absented himself from the sub- 
sequent meetings of the board on that account; 
that he received at the first session the plain 
intimation that he was trying to use the asso- 
ciation for his own endsand that the other 
lines proposed to have an equal chance or dis- 
rupt the association; that President Cable of 
the Rock Isiand was credited with having led 
the opposition to Gould at that meeiing, etc. 
Mr. Gould emphatically denied the truth of 
those statements. a 

“Our action in regard to the joint 
agency plan,“ he said, was unanimous. 
The temporary disposition made of the mat- 
ter had my entire concurrence. The ground 
upon which the adoption of the plan was post- 
poned was regarded by me as proper and 
judicious. It was and is desirable to include 
the outside roadsin the association before 
putting such a planin operation, My opinion 
is that these roads will be glad to join the 
association if the Commissioners should be 
empowered to declare that all traffic east 
from St. Louis will be routed only over the 
roads belonging to the association. Unques- 
tionably it is for the advantage of all the 
roads and to the disadvantage of none for 
these outside roada to join. 

So far from there being any inharmony 
whatever at ghe meeting there was the greatest 
concord, based on, among other things, the 
thorough satisfaction felt by all in the work- 
ings and success of the association. Up to 
this time certainly the Western railroads have 
never been in so good a condition since the 
Inter-State Commerce law was torced upon 
them. That measure was detrimental on ac- 
count of its breaking up many of the customs 
of the roads, and especially on account ot its 
preventing them from combinmg to make 
and maintain proper rates. Since the pas- 
sage of that act traffic has never been con- 
trolled and distributed so advantageously for 
all the roads concerned and rates never 80 
justly fixed and well-preserved as now. 

The question of the transportation of the 
Hutchinson salt, which was considered by tae 
board, was practically decided in favor of the 
Missouri Pacific. 

Of course I did not absent myself from 
the board’s later sessions because I was dis- 
satisfied with the board’s action. My absence 
wa» due entirely to the fact that I was not 
feeling well at that time. I was suffering 
from an attack of neuralgia. 

As Mere were no controversies and no hos- 
tilities at the meeting it necessarily is not 
true that Mr. Cable ‘ied an oppesition’ to 
me. Mr. Cable and I led the discussions on 
several subjects, and I never saw anything to 
indicate that he opposed the joint agency plan 
or any other interest of the association.“ 

The Presidents of the Chicago roads who at- 
tended the New York meeting state that Jay 
Gould is really a very sick man and only a 
shadow of his former self. He is suffering 
intensely from neuralgiaand other disorders, 
and grave fears for his recovery are enter- 
tained. He has been advised by his physi- 
cians to go to the Rocky untains, and it 
is understood that he will start for Idaho 
Springs, Colo., a resort on the 
line of the Union Pacific noted for its health- 
giving hot springs, where he is expected to 
remain during the summer months in the 
hope of regaining his health.

GEN, JACKSON'S STATUE UNVEILED 
IN LEXINGTON, VA. 


Thus Was Celebrated the Thirtieth Anni- 
Versary of the Battle of Manassas—Gen. 
Early, the “rrator of the Day, Speaks in 
E Terms of the Southern Hero 
Mrs. Jacksou Meets Her Grandchil- 
dren on the Stand—Children Unveil the 
Statue, 

Lurton, Va., July 21.—Today was 
the thirtieth anniversary of the flrst battle 
of M and Lexington, the quiet, 
peaceful little agricultural village in which 
was spent the life-time of Stonewall Jackson, 
the most ue figure of all tne notable 
ray of the Southern Confederacy, was bright 

and bustling with life and color, while 10,000 
strangers were assembled within its environ- 
ments to participate in the exercises incident 
to the unveiling of a monument symbolic of 
the esteem and veneration felt for the great 
soldier whose brilliant career was 80 short. 

The town was full of veterans. Each train 
since yesterday afternoon has been filied with 
former Confederates. Their number grew 80 
large that the town accommodations, stretched 
to the uttermost by the hospitality of its resi- 
dents, was insufficient, for the gathering 
throng. There was not a house in the city, 
public or private, that was not filled. This 
morning the country-sides were swarming 
with people, and every road leading through 
the rolling fields of ripened wheat and blos-

soming clover poured its contingent into Lex- 
ington. The streets and public buildings were 
plainly yet beautifully decorated. Three 
arches extended -over Main street on the line 
of march, On these were printed familiar 
quotations from Jackson and appropriate 
poetry, and also the names of the Generals as- 
sociated with him in the war and the thirteen 
Confederate States. 

Profuse Decoration. 

On one of the swinging banners appeared 
Jackson's telegram after the battle of 
McDowell: God blessed our arms with 
victory at McDowell yesterday.” Another 


banner had the request to rest in Lexington: ' 


In the valley let me lie, 
Underneath God's open sky. 

The decorations of the houses are profuse 
and some of them beautiful. 

Lee’s mausoleum is wrapped in evergreens 
and cut flowers and never looked more hand- 
some. The section-room at the barracks of 
the Virginia Military Institute, used by Jack- 
son when a professor there, has attracted 
thousands of admirers. 

The statue stands in a circle in the center of 
the city cemetery on Main street, a square 
containing about four acres of ound well 
set off with giant trees, which hide the statue 
from view except in the rear. The site is a 
slight mound crowning an elevation overlook- 
ing the surrounding country and com- 
manding a good view of the rich, rolling hills 
and valleys. The sculptor is a Virginian, Ed- 
ward V. Valentine, who designed Lee 
monument. The statue is of bronze, heroic 
in size, and portrays Jackson with uncovered 
head leaning on his sword and left leg, and 
looking out upon a field of battle. 
In the right hand at dis side is 
a field = glass. The figure is clad 
in the full uniform of a Confederate Lieuten- 
ant-General, with the gold lace the sleeves 
distinctly visible and with heavy military 
boots and spurs. The carriage is easy and the 
attitude is one of close observation, with the 

right foot advanced ready and alert for in- 
— yigorous action. The scabbard of the 
sword, upon which the gauntleted left hand 
rests, bears the Istters U. S., a historical 
fact, as it was modeled from Jackson’s own 
sword. The statue proper measures eight 
feet and surmounts a granite pedestal ten and 
a half feet high, consisting of a base course, 
die and capital. On one face “the die bears 
the inscription * Jackson, 1824-1863, and on 
another the single word “Stonewall the 
sobriquet given Jackson by his chief, Gen. 
Lee. Beneath the pedestal is a vault contain- 
ing six sepulchre chambers, surrounded by a 
circular grass plat, around which 1s a drive- 
way with four approaches. The general effect 
of the structure is imposing, and the statue is 
considered to be a good representation of the 
departed soldier. 

Exercises of the Day. 

The proceedings of the day began by the 
formation of the prucession at the Virginia 
Military Institute. Gen. James A. Walker of 
Wythe, Va., the only surviving member of 
the Stonewall Brigade, was master of cere- 
monies. The members of Gen. Walker’s 
staff, who occupied the right of the proces- 
sion, were: aj. S.C. J. Moore of Berry- 
ville, Va.; Capt. James Bumgardner of Staun- 
ton; Capt. Randolph Barton of Baltimore; 
Capt. H R. Garden of New York; Capt. 
J. H. Figgal of Botetourt; Capt. 
Lee Martz of Rockingham ; Col. 
R. Marshall, John T. Dunlop, J. P. Moore, 

R. T. McLeod, W. F. Johnson, Capt. William 
Wade, ne: 8. W. Paxton, M. D. Wilson, J. 
X. Bell, J. C. Rawlings, and John Carmichael 
of Rockbridge. The staff was followed by the 
Stonewali Band with twenty pieces, heading 
the Rockbridge (Va.) battery, under Col. 
William T. Poague, with the battery operated 
under Gen. J ackson at the first battle of Ma- 
nassas. The guns belong to the Virginia Mili- 
tary Institute and before the war broke out 
the cadets received instruction in their use 
from the nero of Chancellorsviile. 

The remainder of the procession was made 
up of the survivors of the Stonewall Brigade, 
consisting of the Second, Fourth, Fifth, Twen- 
ty-seventh, and Thirty-third Virginia Regi- 
ments, under er of Col. Andrew Jack- 
son Grigsby and C. K. Edmonson, the 
Maryland Band, Saar Confederate veterans of 
the army and navy, from Maryland, under 
Gen. Bradley T. Johanson; various Confeder- 
ate cam and carriages containing Gen. 
Jubal A. Early, the orator of the day; Gen. 
Wade Hampton, who will reside over the 
ceremonies; Mr. Edward Valentine, the 
sculptor; Mr. T. J. J ackson, Gen. Rosser, a 
number of distinguished Confederate officers 
and ladies of the Monument committee. 

It was 12 o’clock when the procession ar- 
rived at the campus. Gen, Wade Hampton 
at thut Hour introduced the Rev. Dr. Hop- 
kins, the chaplain of the Stonewall brigade, 
who led in a five-minute prayer. Gen. Hamp- 
ton then introduced Col. T. M. Semmes of 
the Virginia Military Institute, who recited

Permission to Buy Stock Asked by Eugene 
. Kimball—Other Legal News, 
Eugene S. Kimball, as administrator of the 
estate of his father, the late Mark Kimball, 
filed a petition before Judge Kohlsaat yester- 
day asking permission to make a distribution 
and to purchase stock in the Chicago City 
railway company. He represents the personal 
property to be worth $200,000, including $67,- 
195 on deposit in the Northern Trust company, 
and also 150 shares of stock in the Chicago 
City railway company. This company is said 
to be about to increase its ‘capital stock by 
issuing 10,000 shares of new stock at par value 
of $100 a share, and all present stuckholders 
are entitled to purchase at par one share of 
the new for every six shares of the old held by 
them. The present market value of the shares 
is $315 per share, and the buyers of the 
new shares will be entitled to the privileges as 
on the old shares. The Kimball estate is enti- 
tled totwenty-five new shares, which the admin- 
istrator is seeking to purchase, The heirs are 
Mrs. Elizabeth J. Kimball, widow, Mrs. Helen 
M. Galloway, daughter, and the petitioner, a 
son. The court authorized the administrator 
to purchase the new siock and to distribute 
$60,000 among the heirs equally. This leaves 
personal property worth $130,000 and realty of 
the value of $300,000 for future distribution. 


He Wants an Accounting, 

J. D. Rosenbach yesterday filed a bill asking 
for a dissolution of the partnership existing be- 
tween him and Thomas Holmes and F. E. Cart- 
lige. The partners have been condacting busi- 
ness at No. 1506 State street. under title of the 
Anglo-American Food company. Rosenbach says 
he invested in September, 1859, under the impres- 
sion that the company was making money. He 
says Holmes and Cartlige have taken more than 
a fair ne of the protits and that the business 
is not profitable. e asks a dissolution of part- 
nership and an accounting with his associates. 


Says It’s a Forgery. 

Mrs. Mary E. Sargent of Cincinnati complains 
in the Circuit Court that she has been defrauded 
out of property worth $2,500. She says she is the 
owner of five lots on the West Side, and recently 
she discovered that June 4, 1891, there was filed in 
the Recorder’s office a pretended deed of convey- 
ance to John McDonough, who is made defendant. 
It appears that the deed was sworn to. before Ira 
H. Rea, a notary public in Cook County, April 24, 
1891. Mrs. Sargent denies that she was in Cook 
County at that time, declares that she knows 
nothing about it, and brands the deed as a for- 
gery. She wants it set aside as such. 


Given Ten Days. 

Yesterday Judge Tuley committed Sam Loven 
to jail for ten days for violating an injunction. 
Loven was formerly bookkeeper for the Dr. Peter 
Fahrney & Sons company, proprjetors of patent 
medicines, and because of a dispute relative to 
salary he severed his connection with the firm. 
Loven started in business himself. and on a claim 
that he was taking advantage of the knowledge 
and secrets obtained while in the employ of the 
company Judge Tuley enjoined him from in- 
fringing the patent. Loven was brought into 
court on an attachment for contempt in having 
continued the infringement after t 
was issued, and he was adjudged guilty. At first 
the court imposed asentence of thirty days, but 
he was induced to reduce it to ten.
